that on the Little Ridge, on the St Stephen side,
there 18 hardly & barn oft standimg.  One man, near

the Itolling Dam, had bis barn Hlown down, and a
norse, yoke of oxen, two cows and s hog killed. We
hear of quite a ntunber of pergons having bheen se-
veraly injured by falling bulldiogs. A Mr, Shiw, on
his wiy to Bt. Stephen, on crogelng the Wawelg

bridge, when part of the way ever lis horse stopped,
and would not go on; he got ont to see what the rea-

Injury te the Atlantie Telegraph Cable,
From the London Star, Sept. 97,

A fresh injury is reported to have happened 1o one
Of the cables of the Atlantic Telegraph Company
The aceident which has caused the parting of the
aable has ovcurred about seventy miles from Hoari's
Content, near the locality of the former fractures of
the line. The injured cable i8 the one Inld o 1500
and which has alone suffered from casualties, The
proesent s the fonrth fracture that has ocenrred o
the 1560 cable on the Newfouudiand slde. About
BIX weeks slnce & feult was  also  disdoversd
In the same eable & short distance from
Valentia. A steamer haf been for some  time
past Iving ol the harbor, walting for fair
weather to proceed to the spot where the fanlt
exists, to repalr the damage. The cause of these
fracturcs hus not yet beca distinctly stated, Lot
there 4 reason to balieve that the course taken in
laying the cable—the latter portion having been lald
i u heavy fog—was over rough suuken rocks, and
that the cable has been injured by chaflng npon
them, The first injury to the cable ot Fleart's Con.
tent had every appearance of betng caaged by an
[eeberg settling down upon It Theé second Injnry
bore traves of wilful damage, and susplefon attaches
to & strange oraft, which, daring the time of the
excitement about the Fenlans, was seet hovering
near thie spot where the rapture took place, The
18656 cable remains perfectly safie, as it (8 lald
in a ehaunel that waa carefally surveyel.  This
i# the cable which was lost o the attempl to
oy It by the oviginal Atlaatic Telegraph Compuany,
When the Anglo-American Company took up the
work Ln 1666 they wore snccessfal (i thely task, and
having luld the eable which they bad on board the
Great Bastern, they returned to mid-océan and grap-
pled with and radsed the ot cable of the previos
year, which has ever gluee continued to work unin-
terruptedly, while lis younger brother has suffersd
fram not less than tive mishaps,  Bot for the singn-
lar good luck of the Anglo-American Company,
whivh enaliled them to plek up' the lost cable from
the bed of the Atlantie, commuanioation with Ame.
rica would have boen interrapted on five ocoasions,
wd ggich timie for o conslderable perlod.

In order to provide sgainst conmtngoncles sneh as
thege wiieh have Just oocureed, s quantity of surplias
onbile has been stored at Heart's Content, which may
he put on board ship there and at ones made availi-
hie, 80 A8 o render unnécessary thio delay and ex-
pense of making the voyage the whole distapce
across the Atlantic by the cepairing ships,

Fortunutely, the communication between the two
onuniries has not been interrupted for a momeant by
the fallure of this 1566 cable, and we are lnformaold
that this number of Mmessages sent through on Mriday
Insl was lnrger thian upon any dey oo which the Hoe
lias beou open for mesiages,

The need ol pro-
tecting from overwhelming force an 1'\.Tmllll;lli de-
tachea to try and occapy Barrelro delayed the
attnek a day, but on the worniog on the 19th Peri-
bebuy was bombarded and stormed, the Paragunyana
